A MIXED-UP BOOK 
For a year or more I have been planning to 
w nte about a mixed-up book. "The Iron Curtain 
Over America,” by Professor John Beaty, but I 
never got around to it, what with one thing or 
another.

It is impossible to read Professor John Beaty’s 
book without reaching the conclusion that the pro­ 
fessor seeks to prove that Communism is a Jewish 
movement.

Will China continue to cooperate with the 
Soviet Union now that Stalin is dead and 
power in Russia has fallen into new hands? 
There are many who believe that Tao Tze- 
tung sees himself as the successor to Stalin’s 
position as high priest of international com­ 
munism. It may be that he will resent ac­ 
cepting orders or interpretation of Marxist 
doctrine from Malenkov. 
China has fared badly in the Korean Fight­ 
ing.

But Tito 
set a precedent when he not only defied 
Stalin hut managed to get away with it and 
grew stronger in the bargain. 
Mao Tze-tung may cling to his alliance 
with Russia. If he does he will undoubtedly 
demand more from the Russians in return. 
His own personal ambition and egotism may 
eventually lead him into a conflict with the 
new leader of Russia. If Russia were to lose 
China it would spell the beginning of the end 
of the Communist dream of empire.

In a recent speech^ J. C. Penney said: “In 
a free nation, where the individual is of first 
importance, that importance carries with it 
a heavy obligation.

road it either in the original or in translation but 
have seen some excerpts. It is a difficult task to 
read the Talmud because it is prepared in scholas­ 
tic manner, giving the pros and cons on many 
questions, the wrong point of view being set up 
with the object of having it knocked down. 
Tile Talmud also contains history, science, 
genealogy, anthropology, myths, fiction, folklore 
anil adages. One can find in it both sides of most 
questions and some argum ent! to uphold each side. 
Such persons as John Beaty and Elizabeth Dining 
issue pronouncements on this great work without 
proper preparation. 
After the fall of tlv* temple in Jerusalem in TO 
A D., many Jewish scholars and rabbis settled in 
Babylonia where academies already existed for the 
study of the law. The academies at Sura and Pum- 
bedita achieved the greatest distinction. 
Professor George Foot Moore, at one time pro­ 
fessor of the History of Religion in Harvard Uni- j 
versify, who, although a Christian, was, in his day. 
one of the world's greatest authorities on the Jews, 
wrote: 
"It is proper to say that the Talmud is one of 
the books of which even the best translation is in 
large part to be understood only with the aid of 
the original and ot the Hebrew commentaries.” 
With regard to the Jews, Professor Moore 
wrote: 
"Of all the religions which at the beginning of 
the Christian era flourished in the Roman and ! 
Parathion empires Judaism alone has survived, and 
it survived because it succeeded in achieving a 
unity of belief and observance among Jews in all 
their wide dispersion then and since. . . 
It was because of the existent? of the* Talmud 
that such uniformity could be achieved. Professor 
Moore has stated the essence of the Jewish faith 
in one concise paragraph which I quote herewith: 
"The foundation of Judaism is the belief that 
religion is revealed. What man is to believe con­ 
cerning God and what duty God requires of man. 
he has made known in one form or another by 
revelation. Specific commandments had been given 
to Adam, Noah, Abraham, and Jacob: to Moses the 
complete revelation was given once for all. Tile 
prophets who came after him repeated, explained, i 
emphasized, applied, what was revealed to Moses; j 
they added nothing to it. The revelation to Moses 
was in part embodied in writing in the Pentateuch, 
in part transm itted orally from generation to gen­ 
eration in unbroken succession down to the schools 
of the law in which tradition was defined, formu­ 
lated. and systematized. The whole of religion was 
revealed— nothing was kept back In heaven’—and 
the w’hole content of revelation was religion.” 
In the present confusion in this world of ours, 
we need to try to find some clarity, particularly 
in defining our terms. Otherwise, we strengthen 
the enemy of all of us.

NEW OPERATION FOR F I NNEL CHEST 
I have w ritten before about the deformity known 
as funnel chest <pectus excavatum i in which the 
sternum (breast bond is sunken, leaving a funnel- 
shaped hollow in the middle of the chest. When 
the child is quite young, exercises such as hanging 
on a bar with hands will Hatton chest; breathing 
exercises tying flat on back may stretah the sides 
of chest apart and deformity becomes much less. 
Unfortunately, exercise cannot correct the deform­ 
ity after the age of 18 to 24 months. 
In -the Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. James E. Darley. Houston. Texas, 
states that children should not be allowed to grow 
up with this deformity, quoting articles by Dis. 
A. Lincoln Brown am! O rrin Cook who described 
three groups of symptoms arising from tunnel chest. 
(I) H eart symptoms such as rapid heart beat 
(tachycardia >, disturbance of rhythm of heart ac­ 
tion. pain under breastbone, and breathlessness 
which occurs late in the course of the disease; 12) 
respiratory I breathing) symptoms w hich are pres- 
j ent at every age; and (3) psychological symptoms 
(inferiority complex) which are noted in teen agers. 
As the operations of previous years have not 
given satisfactory results, the funnel chest some­ 
times returning. Dr. Darley di'scribes a new method 
j or technique to repair funnel chest. This method 
consists oi the removal of the deformed cartilages 
• the strong, hard connective tissue attaching tho 
breastbone to the ribs), raising tile breastbone, and 
j holding it in position by means of a portion of a 
■ rib and its covering placed beneath the breastbone 
i as a strut. This method is used in adults or persons 
! who have attained complete or almost complete 
| growth with fixation of the bone. This operation 
was devised and performed on a 13-year-old girl in 
I 1948. following discussions with Dr. C. VV. Lester 
and R. A. Dorner. and co-workers. Since then Dr. 
I Herbert D. Adams has described valuable modifi- 
1 cations of this technique in Surgical Practices of 
j the Lahey Clinic. 1951. 
It will be of interest to all orthopedic surgeons 
I and to parents to learn of this new’ method of lift- 
■ ing the sternum up into its proper jio.sition and then 
supporting it with a "strut” of living bone and car- 
! tilage 
“Evidence is shown that a graft of a rib with 
j its covering used to bridge a wide gap remained 
I completely fused to adjoining bones and functioning 
I after four years with no loss of structure or change. 
This might suggest the use of such a graft in other 
orthopedic or plastic procedures where bridging a 
! gap is necessary.” 
Parents should take note that funnel chest can 
1 be helped by corrective exercise and splints up to 
the age of 18 to 24 monts. after which operation be­ 
comes necessary.

One thing that has impressed 
them most is the relation of for­ 
eign policy to what goes on in 
this country. When Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson goes 
to Secretary of Treasury George 
M. Humphrey and says that the 
armed services will have to have 
so many billions of dollars, that 
fact determines a lot of things. 
It determines what the tax rate 
of the United States will be. It 
determines how much of Ameri­ 
ca’s supply of raw m aterials will 
be chewed up in manufacture Qf 
arms. 
And 
it 
determines 
how 
many men will work in the fac­ 
tories of Pittsburgh, Cleveland or 
Detroit—and what it is they will 
lie making for a considerable pe­ 
riod of time. 
From the point of view' of tho 
business executive in government, 
the United States now faces two 
main problems. 
In front of them, the people of 
the civilized western world have 
the threat of enemies with knives 
at their throats. Something must 
be done to ward off this attack. 
This means spending more than 
the western countries can afford 
for national defense. If this money 
is spent, and, by higher taxation 


and borrowing, the economy of 
| the 
non-Communist 
world 
is 
ruined, affairs may be no (letter 
ofT than they would be if the 
men with the knives were al­ 
lowed to attack. 
Prolonged Defense Posture 
So a decision has to be made on 
what course to follow. How much 
of a strain can the economy of 
the United States stand? It has 
stobd the strain of heavy taxation 
for defense in the last two years 
vers’ well. 
It could stand this 
strain for a few more years with­ 
out undue hardship on anyone. 
But if this defense posture has 
to be maintained for 25 years or 
so. what will lie left? 
The inflation that invariably ac­ 
companies a period of rearm a­ 
ment and war is sized up as an 
extremely dangerous thing. It t>e- 
gins easy, and everybody likes it. 
But it always gets worse and it 
leads to the eventual 
rum of 
many people. 
This has led President Eisen­ 
hower’s 
adm inistration 
to 
the 
conclusion that the federal gov- 
* em inent 
budget 
must 
lie 
bal­ 
anced. and a start must lie made 
on reduction of the $260 billion 
government debt. 
It is now realized this isn t go­ 
ing to bo easy. It is going to mean 
sacrifices for everyone. Tho frills 
and luxuries of government opera­ 
tion which everyone has bocom o 
accustomed to will have to be cur­ 
tailed. 
Moat Popular Course 
Tile best thing to do—that is. 
the most popular—is not neces­ 


sarily the wisest thing to do for 
the long haul. For the future 
course of government operations 
it raises the possibility that all- 
out social security programs and 
IOO lier cent government parity 
payments tor farm ers—while nice 
and no doubt desirable—may have 
to be postponed. 
There are no firm decisions on 
these m atters or any of the other 
64-billion-dollais worth of ques­ 
tions that still face the Eisen­ 
hower administration. Tile new

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Do You Remember

On March 1, 19 53—This Week 
Herald Tribune mag azine section, 
Bennett Cerf writes cm chess. As 
I remember from my early child­ 
hood in Port Ewen, when I liv ed 
with my g randparents, there were 
only two kinds of people, when it 
came to chess, according to my 
g randfather. One kind knew noth­ 
ing about chess and ^ared less, 
and the other kind knew too much 
and could sit dowm and play a 
g ame at the mention or sig ht of 
a chess board and men. Cerf, in 
his article mentions, that “ chess 
is probably the most univ ersally 
popular g ame ev er dev ised. In 
America, ov er 10,000 enthusiasts 
play it throug h the mails alone.” 
My g randfather used to play chess 
by mail, with as I remember some 
members of chess clubs in New 
York city , that is why his chess 
board was often set up. He went 
ev en further, he taug ht me to 
play before I could read and write. 


When I came to King ston, and 
hung around my father’s store, we 
had a tiny square table toward 
the back of the store and to me 
chess was like any other g ame, so 
to g et ‘worthy ’ opponents I taug ht 
my 
little 
neig hbors. 
I 
think 
Jerome 
Lehner 
play ed 
a 
fair 
g ame as a y oung ster, Solly Rood- 
ney and sev eral others. We used 
to meet Friday nig hts for cham­ 
pionship g ames. We play ed strict­ 
ly by the rules and alway s had a 
book of rules on the table, that is 
the way my g randfather taug ht 
me. I was no wiz at it but could 
hold my own as time went on and 
ev en knit during the mov es of my 
partners. For y ears now I hav en’t 
play ed or watched someone else 
play . I g uess the reason no one 
around this section play s chess 
is because no one teaches the 
y oung sters. It can be an ex citing 
g ame. 


In case some folks think it is 
too tame of a g ame, Cerf tells 
about Humhrey Bog art, who as a 
y outh, eked out a liv ing by taking 
on all comers in a chess and 
checker emporium on Broadway 
in New York. It is said that he 
made his mov es so fast, that one 
opponent, who chanced to be a 
motorcy cle 
cop 
threatened 
to 
pinch him for speeding . Cerf fur­ 
ther say s “ Bog ey ” is not Holly ­ 
wood’s only chess play er. John 
Way ne and Marlon Brando also 
like the militaristic g ame of king s, 
queens and pawns. It is said, that 
during the Julius Caesar picture, 
Brando play ed chess for a solid 
hour without a wrord being spoken 
by either of the play ers. 


Checkers is play ed on the same 
board and I hav e seen some re­ 
markable 
play ers 
of 
checkers 
around here, no one could beat 
them. They hav e a remarkable 
way of thinking , mov es ahead, so 
they can set up their sing le men, 
so they can 'jump’ rig ht across 
the board to ‘king .* I was nev er 
g ood at checkers but marv el at 
g ood play ers. No doubt many folks 
in the county knowr their ex perts. 
It really would be something to 
hav e an Ulster county checker 
champ chosen y early . Each towm- 
ship could send its best for the 
checker championships. Each lo­ 
cality has one. In olden day s I 
used to see checker boards set up 
in old fashioned barber shops be­ 
fore they streamlined them. Why 
not hav e a barbership checker 
champ? I would like the names of 
some of the g ood ‘champs’ of the
